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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment "from healthy individuals" in claim 1 14 raises new issue that would require further 
search and consideration. Furthermore, the proposed amendment "checking ...same glycoprotein..." in claim 114 raises the issue of 
indefinite under 35 USC 112 second paragraph because it is unclear the "same glycoprotein" is referring to the first glycoprotein or the 
recombinant human TSH. The proposed amendment "...(2) determining the binding affinity between the first glycoprotein and said 
recombinant human TSH, or ..." in claim 1 14 raises the issue of new matter because the specification discloses determining the binding 
affinity between antibodies and at least one glycoform specific recombinant human TSH, see specification at page 7, line 30-32. The 
specification does not disclose determining the affinity between the first glycoprotein being pituitary or blood human TSH and recombinant 
human TSH as now claim. All objections and rejections remain. 
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
